Washington, July lu. — It is prob- 
able that Maj. Gen. A. R. Chaffee 
will be named as military governor of 
Santiago.

John .S. \^illiauis died at his 
home near Mt. Sterling, Ky., Sunday 
morning. The immediate canse of 
his death was heart failure. An ora* 
tor, soldier and statesman has psMed 
away. He wu a Christian gentle- 
man and ehivalrous Kentuckian. His 
death Is moomed by a lar^rc con- 
ooarse of relatires and friends. 

Oen. Cerro Uordo Williams W!,» 
born in Mont^ioinery rcMuily .hilv 1:', 
l-'lH. and had he lived unlil today 
would have been ^".i years oM. Hr 
WHS the son of IJen. ">:iin Williams 
and wns educated in the common 
schools of Bourbon and Moutgoiuery 
counties. After his graduation in 
law at Oxford college he located in 
Paris, Ky., to praotioe his profes- 
sion. A few years later he married 
Hiss Mary Harri.on, a wealthy 
Vdung lady of I'huk loanty, aban- 
doning tlie law to euijage in fartniog. 
\ few yt:irs later .Mrs. Williann 
died, leavnig one child, a daughter. 
Mrx. Jamts H. Holloway, ol Win* 
cheater. 

When the Mexican war broke out, 
(icu. Williams organize«l the Clark 
county independent rifles, being 
elected captain. Tbia oompany 
served with distinction . throughout 
the Mexiesn wsr. At the battle of 
Cerro Gordo. Gen. Williams attained 
Ihi ^olir' iuol of - Cerro Gordo." 
When tin-, eoinpauv was iiiastcred 
out of ser>iLe Mr. Williani-i was giv- 
en the c(>loneli \ of the fourth regi- 
ment, Williniii l're>iipu lieutenant 
L'oloiiel and .lainr^ W ar>l major. 

All tlicie (jlliiers siTTed in the eivil 
war, I'rcslon and Williams being on 
the confederate side and W ard on 
the union sMe. At tlm beginning of 
tha civd war Glen. Williams Joined 
the confederate army and waa given 
a brigadier generalship. He served 
throughout tha war with distinction 
ami credit. 

His poliUr;il ( tirerr wn^ v:irii'd. 
in 1851 lie elt'Lltd to llie lej;i>- 
lature from Cla'k and Montj:oim ry 
counties, dcfcatiog Hon. Uoger Han- 
son, in a bitter contest. After his 
term expired be was sent to Kuro|>e 
by the l oited Stataa government as 
commissioner to observe military 
mbvements in the Crimean war. 
His associate waa Gen. George B. 
MeClellsnd. On his return he set- 
tle l in MoDtgomrry couoty, snd in 
January, 'i871. was agaia marrie<l, 
this time to Mrs. Henrietta Uamii- 
ton, who iirvivca him. 

In 187i! he rejiresented Alontgoin- 
ery county in the legislature. He 
was a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor In )87o. 
being defeated by the fraction of a 
vote, la 1877 he was elected Knited 
Stataa seaator over Senator Lindsay, 
ex-Q«vemor Knott and McCresry, 
and was defeate<l for ro«cieetion in 
IHM |,y Hon. J f. S. Hlatkliurn. la 
one of the most bitter |'oli(i> al l on- 
tesls ever fought in Ketitucky. 

This closed his piil>ll<' career. He 
returned to Montgomery county, 
where he has since resided. 

Gen. Wiiiiams was an extensive 
traveler, having spent foor years in 
Europe, Asia and Africa. For sev- 
eral months past be bad been serious- 
ly ill snd seversl times near death's 
door. 

The funeral services were conduct- 
ed in Mt. Sterling vesti-rday at thi' 
Episcopal church, and he was buried 
in Winchester cemetery, by the side 
of bis first wife.
